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EDITOR’S PREFACE 


HE publication of the late Albert M. Lythgoe’s report on Cemetery 7000 at Naga-ed-Dér 
| lee been delayed for some 60 years through a series of unforeseen and unfortunate circum- 
stances, and the present volume is certainly not what Lythgoe himself would have produced had 
he been able to publish it within a reasonable time after the excavation of the cemetery. 

George A. Reisner and Albert M. Lythgoe had shared responsibility for the first American 
Expedition in Egypt, the Hearst Egyptian Expedition of the University of California, until 1905, 
and it was under its auspices that these excavations were carried out. In 1905, when Mrs. Phoebe 
Apperson Hearst decided to terminate her support, the Expedition was taken over jointly by Har- 
vard University and the Boston Museum of Fine Arts with Reisner as Director. Lythgoe, who had 
been Curator in Boston, relinquished that position to accept the Curatorship of Egyptian Art at 
the Metropolitan Museum in New York, and organized the Metropolitan’s own Egyptian Expedi- 
tion which, under his direction and that of Herbert E. Winlock, carried out the important work at 
Lisht and Thebes for which it is justly famed. These tasks, together with Lythgoe’s highly successful 
curatorial activities in New York, which resulted in the formation of one of America’s great Egyptian 
collections, left him no time to complete his work on Cemetery N 7000. 

After Lythgoe’s death in 1934 a number of people attempted, over the years, to prepare for 
publication the material he had left, largely under the inspiration of his widow. The difficulties were 
many: Lythgoe’s field notes were in New York; the photographic record of the excavations was 
partly at Giza in the archives of the Harvard-Boston Expedition (successor to the Hearst Expedi- 
tion), and partly in New York; the anatomical notes made by Dr. G. Elliot Smith (later to be 
knighted as Sir Grafton) had, in the intervening years since his death, been largely lost. 

Finally in 1962 Mrs. Lythgoe asked me to examine the material which had been painstakingly 
assembled by others, and to advise her as to what could be done with it. I found this of such absorb- 
ing interest and importance that I felt, despite the many imperfections and lacunae caused by the 
long delay and the death of all those who had been associated with the work, that what survived 
simply had to be made available, and I therefore offered to attempt its editing. This has since 
become doubly desirable, for the Lowie Museum of Anthropology of the University of California at 
Berkeley has been able to make available to me its accession lists of the material from this cemetery 
which it has in its keeping, namely all the objects which were assigned to the excavator by the Egyp- 
tian Government at the conclusion of the excavations. These lists will make it possible on the one 
hand to supply that Museum with the desired documentation of its collection, and on the other to 
enable users of this publication to refer to many, though not all, of the actual finds from the graves. 

The material on which this publication will be based is as follows: 

(1) Mr. Lythgoe’s field notes. 

(2) Certain anatomical comments by Sir Grafton Elliot Smith which have survived. [Quoted 

in square brackets. | 


(3) So much of the photographic record as has survived and can now be identified. 

(4) Certain line drawings of objects, especially decorated pottery, not adequately covered by 

photographs. 

(5) Diagrams of graves and their contents drawn from field notes. 

(6) The plan of Cemetery N 7000 made by Mr. Lythgoe. 

(7) Accession numbers of objects in the Lowie Museum, Berkeley. 

I am indebted to a number of people and institutions for their cooperation in preparing this 
publication. In the first instance I have to thank Mrs. Albert M. Lythgoe for giving me the privilege 
of trying to deal with this important material, not to speak of her trust in permitting me to do so. 
To the authorities of the Metropolitan Museum in New York and the Lowie Museum in Berkeley I 
am grateful for their cooperation. I also wish to thank Miss Suzanne E. Chapman for her skilled 
assistance in preparing the illustrations, Miss Mary B. Cairns tor her typing of the MS, and my 
friend Mrs. Oric Bates for assistance in the tiresome task of sorting and arranging the photographs. 
Finally, had it not been for the encouragement of Dr. W. Stevenson Smith, Curator of Egyptian 
Art here in Boston, I should have felt unable to postpone for a time other important publication 
work more directly concerned with the past excavations of this Museum’s own Egyptian Expedition, 
on which I have been engaged for many years. 

Acknowledgment is due also for work done on this material prior to its coming into my hands: 
to Dr. and Mrs. Werner Mueller for typing records from the original field notes; to Lindley F. Hall 
for inking the map; and to Dr. Douglas Derry for work on the skeletal remains. 

The publication of this book was made possible by a generous gift to the University of California 
from the late Edward S. Harkness, supplemented by a substantial grant from the University and 
funds remaining in the Phoebe A. Hearst Estate.

PREFACE 


I. Report on the work for 1903-4, prepared by Albert M. Lythgoe. 


(Undated. Found in the archives of the Lowie Museum, Berkeley.) 


HE excavation of the cemetery of the early prehistoric period, which was a part of the work 
al (pacar on by the Hearst Expedition at Naga-ed-Dér during the years Igo0I-2 and 1902-3, 
has been brought to a conclusion. The cemetery was located and the first grave opened on January 
27, 1902, and the final investigation of the material which it yielded was concluded on August 
4, 1904. 

Previous report has been made of the remarkable condition of preservation in which the burials 
themselves were found, and of the fact that, owing to this almost perfect state of preservation, they 
afforded unique anatomical material for determining the racial characteristics of the predynastic 
Egyptians. The investigation of this material, it will be remembered, has been entrusted to Prof. 
Elliot Smith of the Khedivial Medical School, Cairo. From the archaeological standpoint also, the 
material which the cemetery has yielded has proven to be of great interest and has led to definite 
conclusions not only on types of burials and types of graves, but also on foodstuffs, cloth and mat 
weaving, clothing, hair dressing and a number of other subjects the details of which it is impossible 
to give in the scope of this report. 

Method of Work 

In the excavation of the cemetery all debris was, in accordance with the general method of the 
expedition, carried beyond the limits of the cemetery. The thin deposit of from 5-15 cm. of sand 
was stripped off the ancient surface, when the graves became visible as discolored soft spots and 
were then excavated. The material revealed by excavation was then registered photographically at 
the following stages: 


1. When the grave had been cleared down to the matting or other covering of the burial. 


2. When the matting or other covering had been removed, exposing the burial (body or skeleton) 
itself and the pottery or other objects with it. 


3. When, in the process of removing the burial, additional evidence appeared of which a record 


was necessary. 


At the first stage (1) the facts to be recorded were: 
a. The manner of covering the burial, whether it was wrapped in one or more mats, or whether 
it was laid on one mat (or mats) and covered with another separate mat (or mats). 
b. The type of mats. 
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At the second stage (2) the photographic work consisted of records of: 

a. Undisturbed burials with their funerary accompaniments. 

b. Disturbed burials showing any disturbance caused by plundering the body for its orna- 
ments, and any resulting disturbance of the funerary accompaniments.’ 

c. Any anatomical details such as ears, eyes, hair, genital organs or similar material which, 
from the fragile condition of the body, could not be removed intact. 

d. Clothing and ornaments in position on the body or skeleton such as necklaces, bracelets, 
girdles, pouches for the male organ,’ etc. 


In the final stage of clearing the burial (3) the photographic work consisted of records of: 

a. Contents of stomach and intestines consisting of food and medicines. 

b. Pathological material, fractures and diseases of bones and teeth, kidney and gall stones, 
ruptures, etc. 

c. Tools and implements such as flints, maceheads, etc., found under the body. 

d. The number and kind of garments in which the body had been clothed, such material 
being generally best preserved beneath the burial. 

e. Finally, after the burial had been completely removed, the type and number of under mat- 
tings and the manner in which the grave had been prepared for burial. 


The work of this year has been confined chiefly to the final stage just described. Without going 
into the details of all the points investigated, the results obtained under e will be given briefly as 
illustrations of the whole. 


The remainder of Mr. Lythgoe’s report is eliminated since it has been summarized under ““The 


Grave and its Construction”’ and ‘“Types of Matting” (pp. xiv, xv). Ed.

II. Notes for a preface left by Mr. Lythgoe, edited by H. E. Winlock, 1935. 


HE Predynastic Cemetery N 7000 lies along the east (ENE) side of the “South Wady”’ at 
ee north (NNE) of the mosque and garden of Sheikh...... , on a nearly level gravel 
terrace which runs back into the limestone plateau to the north and northwest, directly behind the 
village of Naga-ed-Dér. In its upper end the South Wady skirts the high limestone cliff with its 
eastern bank formed by this gravel terrace. East of the lower part of the cemetery the limestone 
massif projects as a promontory with nearly vertical faces, and from this promontory a lower ridge 
of limestone bounds the middle part of the wady on that side. The village occupies part of the 


western end of this ridge and in the mouth of the wady stands the mosque with the garden just 
west of the mosque. 


' This material, together with that from El-Ahaiwah and Ballas, disposed for all time of the theory of custom- 
ary pre-funerary mutilation (cannibalism), 


* The protective pouch for the male organ has been found and recorded for the first time in this cemetery. 
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In the rock ridge on the east bank of the wady were visible a number of poor rock-cut tombs of 
the period between the Old and the Middle Kingdoms. Immediately above this group were a number 
of great shaft tombs of the Middle Kingdom, which had been completely plundered, and some of 
these were cut into the gravel terrace quite near the lower end of Cemetery N 7000. On the op- 
posite side of the wady, extending up from the edge of the cultivation, are situated the Cemeteries 
N 500-900 of Dynasty II-VI (see REISNER, Naga-ed-Dér III). These cemeteries had been ex- 
cavated but not finished when work was begun on N 7000. 

The gravel terrace on which lies Cemetery N 7000 is about 65 m. long and 35 m. wide, and about 
15 m. above the floor of the wady. Its surface is nearly level from north to south but slopes very 
gently from the cliff to the wady, with a secondary terrace close along the wady itself. 

The surface had been untouched in modern times. Over the southern end of the terrace were 
the scattered remains of wood fires built on the surface, and on the eastern edge was a rude con- 
struction of rubble and mud. The remains of Coptic pottery found in the fires and the inside of the 
small building indicated that these were of the Coptic Period. When the terrace was examined 
superficially to ascertain whether Cemetery N 500-900 continued on this side of the wady, a few 
fragments of black-topped pottery were picked up at various points, and immediately led to the sus- 
picion that the terrace contained a predynastic cemetery. To determine whether such a cemetery 
really existed, I began work on the morning of Monday, January 27, 1902, with about 30 men, at the 
extreme northern end of the terrace where it entered the limestone cliff as a rock ravine. Trenching 
southwards with the usual shallow trenches side by side, the first graves were struck after five or 
six hours. This northern end of the cemetery proved later to contain the earliest of the predynastic 
graves in the cemetery. The excavation was continued during the winter seasons of 1902-3 and 
1903-4 until the southern limits were reached close to the group of Middle Kingdom shafts men- 
tioned above. The numbering of the predynastic graves was begun with 7001 and eventually 
reached 7635. 
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EXPLANATIONS 


BJECTS found in their original (undisturbed) position in a grave are numbered 1, 2, 3, etc. 

() Those found in the filling, disturbed as a result of plundering, are numbered i, ii, iii, etc. 

The designation UCLMA (University of California, Lowie Museum of Anthropology) refers to 
that museum’s accession lists. Those beginning UCLMA 6 refer to artifacts found in the graves 
and are placed at the end of the list of grave goods. Those beginning UCLMA 12 refer to skeletal 
material and are placed at the end of the descriptions of the burials. 

The entries which appear at the end of some descriptions of burials, enclosed in square brackets 
{ | with the initials E. S., are directly copied from such of Dr. Elliot Smith’s anatomical notes as 
have survived. These notes are here given exactly as recorded by him, with his own abbreviations. 
The editor, being untrained in anatomy or physical anthropology, has thought it best not to attempt 
their interpretation, leaving that to those readers who may be more competent than he to do so 
for themselves. 


THE GRAVE AND ITs CONSTRUCTION 


The grave consisted of a simple oval or rectangular pit averaging 1.25 to 1.50 m. in length, 
80 to 125 cm. in width, and 75 to 100 cm. in depth. In cases of the employment of a wooden box, 
however, the grave was much larger, generally about 400 X 250 cm. and 200 cm. deep. 


In construction the grave was either: 


(1) A simple pit with nearly perpendicular sides and without roofing. 

(2) A similar pit roofed with boughs on which were laid two or more thicknesses of matting or, as 
in the single instance of N 7338, roofed with planks laid crosswise over the grave and sup- 
ported by posts in the middle of each end. 

(3) A pit, the sides of which were lined with twigs set upright and bound together by a single 
or double line of intertwined cross cords, or by a single cross twig behind, to which they were 
lashed." 

(4) In the larger rectangular graves mentioned above the burial was generally enclosed in a 
wooden box without top or bottom, slightly smaller than the grave itself, and with a space 
between the sides of the box and the grave walls sufficient to accommodate the pottery 
and funerary offerings. The body itself was placed in the box and covered with matting, just 
as in the simple graves without box. The construction of the box was as follows: the four 
sides were set upright and supported in that position by a series of posts set in the ground to 
a depth of 15 cm. These posts were placed either inside or outside the box, but in either case 


' In a different manner twigs were employed as a protection for the burial in the form of a frame or ‘‘tray,”’ in 
which case this ‘‘tray’’ occurs either underneath the burial, over the burial as a protection from the filling of the 
grave, or both over and under the burial. These frames or ‘“‘trays’’ consist of a single layer of twigs, either framed in 
by a strong wooden moulding, bevel-jointed at the corners or without such a moulding. In the latter case the 
twigs are laid across and lashed by a series of two or more stronger twigs and boughs. 
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the sides were lashed to the posts by cords of two strands twisted together and running 

through holes bored in the box sides and around the posts. In no case was any method of 

binding found to have been employed at the corners of the boxes, but at the corners the box 

sides often extended beyond the box ends or vice versa, or else the sides and ends met in a 
bevelled joint. 

In the case of N 7522, a box burial of the type just described (where the ends and the sides met in 

a bevel) was found in combination with a twig frame or “‘tray”’ inside it upon which the burial had 

been laid, a space of about 15 cm. being left between the box and the twig frame on all sides. The 

wooden moulding framing the tray was here also bevel-jointed at the corners as was the box itself.* 


TYPES OF MATTING 


Type I. Mats in which the grass or stalks are bound together by a parallel series, 6 to 10 cm. apart, 
of two intertwined cross threads running alternately under and over the stalks. Plate I a, b.’ 

Type II. Mats in which the grass or stalks are pierced by a parallel series of cross threads. Plates 
TO Goll @. 

Type III. Composite or compound matting. Matting consisting of a number of layers (2 to 6) 
of Type II, laid one upon another lengthwise, crosswise and diagonally, so as to form a thick protec- 
tion for the burial. This type is distinguished from the simple Type II in that its layers were precisely 
laid and appear to have been bound together (although the method of binding could not be ascer- 
tained) and not merely laid rather carelessly one upon another. Plates II b-d; III. 

In finishing the edges of matting of all types the same method was employed: the fibers or stalks 
were turned over and doubled back for about 3 cm., the stalks being bound together near the point 
of doubling by a double parallel series of two additional cross threads running alternately under 


and over. 


POTTERY DESIGNATIONS 


The editor faces some difficulty in the definition of pottery designations used by the author in 
his field notes and repeated here, since the objects themselves are not available to him for examina- 
tion. In general it is clear that the great bulk of the pottery falls into the classes established by 
W. M. F. Petrie for predynastic pottery in his Diospolis Parva (Egypt Exploration Fund, London, 
I9g01) and grouped by classes on the colored plate which forms the frontispiece of that work. The 
following abbreviations used by the author seem clearly to correspond to Petrie’s classifications: — 

BkT. Black Topped. Petrie’s Class B. 

BrW. Brown Ware. Petrie’s Rough Faced, Class R. 

RW. or Pol.RW. Red Ware. Petrie’s Polished Red, Class P. 

White Line Decorated. Petrie’s Cross Line, Class C. 

Red Line Decorated. Petrie’s Decorated, Class D. 

Wavy Handled. Petrie’s Class W. 


* These boxes are undoubtedly the beginnings of what later developed into the elaborately painted and 
gilded coffins of the 12th-30oth Dynasties. In fact the significance of the greater part of this pre-historic ma- 
terial becomes evident only when it is considered in relation to the developments of the historic period. 
(A. M. Lythgoe.) 


2 No instance was found in this cemetery of the use of a single cross thread looped around each stalk, as was 
used at E] Amrah. Cf. Maclver, El Amrah, p. 31, Pl. V, 4. 
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Less clear in correspondence to Petrie are the following: — 

BkW. (Black Ware) and BkPol. (Black Polished) perhaps are to be equated to the two vessels 
at the right end of Petrie’s Class F. 

Pink Ware and Smooth Ware would seem to correspond to Petrie’s Class L. 

In addition to the above, the author uses the following terms to describe the finish of certain 
vessels : — 

Pebble Polished or Burnished refers to finishes obtained by rubbing the red washed surface with 
a pebble, giving an effect less highly polished and even than true polishing. 

Plum wash refers to a purplish or plum colored wash. 

Plum Pol. refers to the same wash which has been polished. 


PHOTOGRAPH REFERENCES 


Where many objects are shown on the same photograph, the references to individual objects 
are given as follows: — after the figure number and letter, is given the row (from top to bottom), 
and then the object in the row (from left to right). Thus Figure 120 e 1/4 is the fourth object in the 
top row, Figure 120 e 3/T1 is the first object on the left side in the third row.

GRAVE: 115X 100-65 cm. 
BURIAL: Adult male on left side, intact. 
GRAVE GOODS: None in situ. In filling: sherds of thick BkT. and rough BrW. pottery. 


Remains of clothing clinging to leg bones and traces of rush matting under legs. No traces of 
over matting nor of wooden roofing. 

[Leg at right angles to body. Knees acutely flexed on calves about 5 inches from tuber ischii. 
Hands flexed in front of face. 32.7+38.4+39.3+39.1, height of body 149.5 cm. Rough skull 
measurements: L. 182.0 cm. Skull smashed; prominent chin; brain present; spinal cord present; 
rheumatic joint; humeri imperforate; pubic angle indecisive; supraciliary ridges slight. Bones 
effeminate: right femur 4120-4080?, left femur 4100-4090. Tibia smashed. Abscess at root 
of right canine, all canines gone. Old man with rheumatic gout. 

In DeMorgan, Recherches sur les Origines de l Egypte, vol. I, Fouquet says he found resin on 
the surface of the body (p. 251). He notes the ‘‘bombé”’ occipital (p. 259) ‘‘ce sont des traces 
probable d’hydrocephalie ancienne characterisée par le développement exagéré de la region occi- 
pitale.’”” He returns to this theory on p. 260, cf. Cromagnon. On p. 263 he says the cranium was 
filled with bitumen and discusses this on p. 267.

BURIAL: Intact. Probably male ca. 30 years old, contracted on left side.

Right arm intertwined with left. Grave lined with thin rush matting upon which body was laid. 
Remains of brown clothing under head. 

[Rough measurement of skull: length 194, breadth 132, brain preserved. Narrow, strongly 
projecting aquiline nose. Short black hair. Large lozenge-shaped interparietal. Teeth only 
slightly worn, wisdoms hardly at all. Humeri small perforation. Last lumbar vertebra fused 
with sacrum in lateral masses but not elsewhere.

GRAVE GOODS: 1. Two small lozenge beads of slate(?), lying on upper ribs of C. Figure r d. 
2. Diamond-shaped slate palette, revealed on removal of skull A and lying before forearms 
OLB: igure Te, f. 

For pottery thrown out on ridge between N 7003 and N 7004 (see Figure 1 c), see below 
N 7004. UCLMA 6-4725-4733. 


[Body A, an adult of advanced age, was of undetermined sex. Teeth worn down to stumps. 
Pelvis broken. Under matting of Type I under back and pelvis, laid lengthwise, perfectly 
preserved. 

Body B, probably female, was 16 or 17 years old. Epiphyses not yet joined. Upper matting 
of Type I laid lengthwise, under matting the same. 

Body C, adult female. Remains of upper matting of Type II laid lengthwise over knees. 
Under matting the same and extending over legs of B, upon which C was lying. Hence B was 
the earlier burial; A and C may have been later, but ca. contemporary. 

Body D was an adult of uncertain sex. A few vertebrae and ribs only remain, lying on 
matting of Type I. E. S.]

On removal of bones B and C, A was found intact except for skull and right forearm. Left arm 
appeared from under body with hand outstretched before face. Against right elbow and extend- 
ing over left femur just above knee, a protective pouch of soft fine leather with hair on (see 
sketch, Figure 1 g’). Under pelvis small quantity of coarsely woven clothing and remains of 
under matting of Type I laid lengthwise. UCLMA 12-4901, 4902.

four layers from bottom up: first Type III, crosswise, then Type III, lengthwise, Type I, cross- 
wise, and Type I, lengthwise.

Some of these burials were perhaps contemporary but others undoubtedly were interred inde- 
pendently. A was completely scattered and its original position could not be determined; its 
skull (A) lay near B and the body seems to have lain in front of B and was perhaps contemporary 
with it. Of B only pelvis and legs remained in place, the upper part being scattered and mixed 
with A. C, a young adult with epiphyses barely joined, was undisturbed and hence probably 
the last burial made in this grave. (Evidence in this cemetery, as well as in others of the same 
period, points to the fact that occasion was taken when introducing a later or “‘intrusive’’ burial 
into a grave already occupied, to plunder and strip the earlier occupant.) About hands and legs 
remains of medium coarse clothing.

A was probably a male 30 to 40 years old, with teeth in fine condition and with straight dark 
brown hair 3 to 4 cm. long. B was 2 to 3 years of age. C was a woman of advanced age with 
teeth badly worn down. D was also a woman of advanced age with badly worn teeth. Upon her 
wrists were the remains of a small basket (13) containing a mass of some resin-like substance. 
With it were also the remains of a small leather bag. E was a child of 2 to 3 years. Beside its 
left wrist was a mass of coarse straight greyish hair, ca. 8 cm. long, evidently the hair of some 
animal, but there was no evidence of anything to which it might have been attached. As evi- 
denced by the mattings and overlaps it would appear that C and D were contemporary, and that 
both A and B and E and F were later than C and D. There were slight remains of medium coarse 
clothing along the back of D. In front of A, near middle of west wall of grave and about 10 cm. 
over floor were the remains of an object or figure (14) of black Nile mud painted a deep red color. 


Mattings and overlaps. A and B had a common under matting of Type I, lengthwise, which 
overlapped the under matting of C (of the same type but slightly skewed) and even covered the 
right hand of C upon which B was lying. C and D had a common under matting of Type I, 
lengthwise, and were clearly contemporary with each other for they were also covered by a single 
upper matting, preserved back of both heads and over the ribs and pelvis of D. This upper mat- 
ting was of single fibers pierced by a single fiber or thread of two twisted strands and laid length- 
wise.

The three burials represented here were not contemporary. The order of deposit was: first 
Burial A in a small grave; second the box Burial C, completely plundered out; third B put in on 
top of east side of box and over edge of the deeper grave of A, the floor of which was 25 cm. below 
that of the box burial. ; 

Burial A was a man of perhaps 40 with teeth in fine condition though slightly worn. The 
underside of the skull showed remains of hair. Figure 124 e. A mass of clothing extended under 
the whole body and also on top of the head. There were two distinct garments, an inner finely 
woven one and an outer one of the very coarsest and heaviest material. Lying on the left femur 
at edge of pelvis was a cloth protective pouch (8) inside which there appeared to be the remains 

of the penis. The medium textured cloth was simply wound round and round the penis like a 
bandage, to a thickness of 2 cm. and leading from the pouch was a flat cloth band about 1.5 cm. 
wide, which was partly preserved and led toward the underside of the vertebral column just 
above the pelvis, thus acting as a supporter or waist cord. The pouch was 13 cm. long. 

On top of pot 2 (with this burial) were vertebrae and leg bones of a small animal, placed 
there as an offering. In the space between the feet and the right knee were the fragments of a 
flint knife (7), broken into many small pieces, all of which were present. It had the appearance 
of having been deliberately broken, and since the burial was undisturbed, this must have been 
done at the time of burial, just as stone vessels were broken in Ist and 2nd Dynasty burials. 

Burial B was probably male, but may have been a woman (see E. S. comments below). The 
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bones were badly salted and the knees broken off, but the body was otherwise intact. Under the 
whole burial was clothing of medium texture, and under the left shoulder was a kind of tassel 
of many pieces of cord grouped together, Figure 125 d, perhaps an ornament on the garment. 
Under matting of Type I, lengthwise laid upon the eastern side of the box. The wooden box 
measured originally 157 cm. long and 71 cm. wide inside. It was well preserved only along the 
western side and the two west corners. The sides were 3 cm. thick and, at the middle of the 
western side, were preserved to a height of 18 cm., this being probably about the original height 
of the box, for here a large piece of matting lay upon the upper edge of the box, as if a part of 
the original upper matting, or of the matting which was found to line this side of the box and 
covering the bottom also, serving as an under matting for Burial C. It was of Type I, lengthwise. 
The box, as always, consisted of the four sides without top or bottom. There were no remains 
of posts, either inside or out, as is often the case. The construction at the northwest and south- 
west corners was well preserved as follows: the two ends, both at the northwest, Figure 124 d, f, 
and southwest corners were cut to a width of 3 cm. and a depth of I cm. to allow the side to enter 
in and so strengthen the joint. How they were fastened could not be ascertained, for no trace of 
cord binding, nailing or pinning together was preserved.

50cm. above the floor were 
two skulls (A 1 and A 2) and scattered bones (a tibia, humerus, ulna, radius, shoulder blade, 
sacrum and right pelvis) of a female of about 19, thrown into the grave with debris and two large 
rocks (A 4 and A 5). About 35 cm. below this and 15 cm. over floor, was a third skull (A 3), 
also turned upside down. On clearing the grave further it appeared that skulls A 1 and A 2 
and the scattered bones were intrusive, having been thrown in from the plundering of some 
‘neighboring grave, for underneath the grave was found to contain a single plundered burial, to 
which skull A 3 evidently belonged, for it lay upon the upper ribs of this burial with the plundered 
arm bones beside it against the east wall.

At both eastern and western ends, bodies A and G were later intrusive burials. A was a woman of 
advanced age with breast bones joined up. Skull missing. Under matting of Type II, lengthwise. 

The under 
matting was of Type I, lengthwise. Neither were contemporary with the other burials, for under 
the greater part of A the twig framework, which was both over and under the other burials, had 
been ripped out and separate under mattings put in for both of these later burials.

This grave was in the SW. corner of the cemetery, on the slope leading up to the level con- 
taining the series of big 12th Dynasty pits. The pit N 7766 had been plundered and the debris 
from it thrown down the slope, thus covering N 7545 and the others near it. This debris was 40 
cm. deep over the mouth of N 7545, above the probable surface level at the time these 12th 
Dynasty pits were plundered, for it was at this depth of 40 cm. that a fragment of Coptic pottery 
was found over the edge of the west side of N 7545. From other evidence we know that these I2th 
Dynasty pits were plundered in Coptic times. There was no evidence to show that this grave 
N 7545 was plundered at that time, but the fact that this Coptic debris extended evenly over this 
whole slope covering these predynastic graves shows rather that they were not touched by the 
Copts, but that wherever they are plundered (as most of them are) it had taken place previous 
to Coptic times. This bears out the evidence obtained from the graves themselves, that they 
were probably plundered in predynastic times, and in many cases not long after the interment.

The plunderers, in striking for ornaments at the 
neck, broke through the goatskin at this point only (3), and evidently finding nothing left the 
rest intact. This skin covering, just as in N 7572, was one large shawl-like garment made of

smaller pieces sewn together, and was laid over the whole body from head to foot. The body lay 
on the side, turned slightly over on stomach.

There was no goatskin under the rest of the body, but traces of under 
matting of Type I, lengthwise, remained. Thus it was clear that, after the body had been 
deposited, the goatskin and upper matting had been placed over it. Fragments of the upper 
matting remained at the feet, of Type III, crosswise. Although the burial was male, there was 
no trace of a pouch. The teeth were in sound condition. The hair was straight brownish black 
about 5 cm. long. There was no trace of any clothing other than the goatskin.

About 10 cm. away at SE. corner were the three upper neck vertebrae (3). Right shoulder blade 
out of position. Arms slightly displaced, but both hands (4) were found outspread in original 
position, the left having been under left side, the right near it where it must have been originally 
near the face. The ends of the ulnae and radii were about 8 cm. from position they would have 
had when joined to bones of hands. Clinging to and under position originally occupied by skull 
was a mass of hair, medium brown in color in matted locks from II to 16 cm. long.

Body lay slightly over on 
back and had been plundered. The two first neck vertebrae were displaced and lay flat side up, 
although the skull was evidently in original position. The fifth vertebra up from sacrum was dis- 
placed and found lying against right knee. (See Figure 187 7.) Although the left foot remained 
in position, the rest of the left leg was entirely missing and no part of it was found in filling. 
From position of the left foot against the right tibia, it is evident that the right leg was in its 
original position, though it is difficult to understand how it could have remained so when the 
left leg was ripped out. That this is a case of plundering and not a “‘dissected”’ burial is plain 
from the fact that the left foot remained in position, and also from the fact that the blackened 
flesh and skin (which were partly preserved under the right leg also) remained in position origi- 
nally occupied by the left leg, especially where the left femur passed under the right femur, and 
again where the left tibia came down under the right femur and tibia to join left foot. The position 
of the left leg could thus be clearly determined, and from the fact that the blackened flesh and 
skin remained clinging to the under matting, plundering must have taken place a good while

after burial, as the removal of the single vertebra from the spinal column also proved. The 
original position of left leg is shown dotted on Figure 1877. Part of the clothing was preserved 
under pelvis: an inner garment of the usual medium texture, and outside this another of the very 
coarse texture occasionally found in this cemetery. Upper matting partly preserved over right 
leg between feet, of Type II, lengthwise. Under matting well preserved under whole burial, of 
Type II, lengthwise.

Of A only a fibula with foot remained in position on under matting, all other bones missing. B 
was apparently new born. The tibia, fibula and foot of one leg were in position, the rest of body 
missing. Owing to their relative positions in the grave they were probably contemporary, though 
B had one more under matting than A, put in on top of A’s under mattings which covered the 
whole floor of the grave as follows: first came a matting of Type III, lengthwise, and on this was 
a matting of Type I, crosswise. A had then been put in, and the leg and foot were still in posi- 
tion on this second matting together with a mass of clothing of medium texture. Then the western 
half of the grave was covered with a third matting of Type I, lengthwise, laid directly on the 
other two with no sand between, thus showing it to have been done at the same time. On this 
third matting the leg of B was lying in position. An upper matting for B was preserved all about 
it, consisting of four thicknesses of Type III, all running lengthwise. At center of west side of 
grave was a small leather bag (?) of very thin soft yellowish-brown color like gazelleskin. Its 
shape could not be determined but it could not have been more than 6 or 7 cm. long and it seemed 
to run down to a kind of pointed bottom. Small bits of the leather were adhering to one of the 
slate amulets at its notched end as if it had been attached to them.
